NEW FOOTBALL RULES 
IIAY »fil LiVEO 

"Bo" McMiHan and Coach 
Moran of ('entre Give 
Enconragenent 

Football playera who may hare wor- 
ried over the new rules of the game 
recently adopted by the football rules 

committee, thinkini; they would prac 
tically have to learn the game all 
orer can take heart If they hare confl- 
dence in "Ro" McMillan and Coach 

Moran of Centre College. "Bo" says, 
that the lulcs will m:t stick more 
than ;i year or two and Coach Moran 
says they w ill not maki- any great dif- 
ference in the ixame anyway. 

The rules are reprinted liere for the 
beiielit of those interest(>(l : 

"Cioal from touchdown. When a 
touchdown has been made, tli(> side 
scorinij the tnuidiilown has jiosses- 
sion of the ball anywiiei-e en or out 
side the live->ard liiu' for a scrim- 
mage, from which b\- any l(>,L;al iilay, 
as from any ordinary scrimm.ine, pass, 
kick or run they may score a ti(>lii 
poal or touchdown and that the score 
(>f any character shall net them one 
point. 

"If the attacking side makes a foul 
or illegal or incompleted pass or other 
I)lay they lose their chance for the 
one point following a touchdown. 

"If the defending aide offends the 
rules, the score of one point shall be 
awarded to the attacking team." 

Changes also were made in rules 
governing the shift play and clip- 
piqg. The newshift rule reads: 

"In all shift plays 'both feet sta- 
tionary on the ground' la taterpreted 
to mean a anilelent momentary pause 
as to admit the official seeing that 
the play la legal and that the ball is 
not anapped while the men are in mo- 
tion. It ia the Intention of the role 
that when a man ahifto to a new poel- 
tion he shall eomo to a fall atop so 
that all momentnm to loat and make 
a new atart from the poaltton at rest 
where the ball to put In piny." 

The clipping ruto ftdlowa: 

"Clipping is throwing the body from 
behind across the leg or toga (below 
the knees) of a player not carrying the 
ball and shall be ruled as unnecessary 
roughness. Note — This rule is not 
meant to apply to the line plunging."

The County st Mndiinlli-nf Ion of 
poultry hropds in KontiK l<\ lias jMovod 
of great vnlur; not only lias it rcsnlt 
«d In markpd improvement in tli'' 
•Tcrase quality of fowln. hut it ha» in- 
cr«Med the interest in poultry keep- 
ing and has brought about numerouH 
•ctire Coanty Poultry ARsociationn. 

This moTnment was started in 1014 
and from a small beginning, with two 
eonntles enrolled, now extends over 
M conatles of the state. This stand- 
ardlMtlon, or commnBlty breeding, as 
the name Implies, means the selection 
of one breed of ponltry for one speci- 
fied section of the sUte. In this way 
cooperation Is assnred, better product 
results, better eadllties for breeding 
and selling are made certain, and more 
Interest among b ree d ew eraates a 
better strain of birds. 

It has been fonnd that the care of 
the average farm flock Is nsoally pro- 
portioned to the quality of the stock. 
In other words the average mongrel 
flock receives but little consideration, 
while most of the standardised flocks 
are given considerable care and atten- 
tion. Because of this fact, it was 
thonpht that if the Kentucky farmers 
(■(uild ho incliici'd to keep standard-bred 
poultry, thoy would soon become in- 
torostpd in the projuT liousinR, feed- 
ini: iind iiuniai;<Mii('iit of llio flock. 
This is just wliat has haiiinMiol im.i to- 
day Ki'Titucky is l.>adiui; th(> country in 
till- liii'' of !ri\iltry work. 

Metods cf Establishing the Work. 

AftiT tho county ;! vrricultural orf:ani- 
zation has met and adoi)t('(l a c(uiufy 
breed, some local bank or llUsine^■s 
bouse is asked to hack the iiroposition. 
The oirt-rs are then purchased and sold 
to the farmer. He either pays cash, 
or returns to the hank, in the fall, one 
pullet for each settiuir of ei;i:s. In this 
■way the poorer farmer is iMVeii a nood 
opportunity for niakinp a start in the 
work. After this plan has been estab- 
lished in a county for two or three 
years, usually eiiouirb e^:us can then 
be produced to supply the dematid. It 
might be mentioiiecl liere that farmers 
whose flocks have been culled by a 
tepresentative of the poultry depart- 
ment of the University, or by the 
eonnty agent, are given prefnranee in 
orders tar hatching eggs. 

As a result of this work the "South- 
em eggs" that used to sell at three to 
four eents below the market, now go 
OB the market on tha baals as "West-

In general, the Standardlaattoa Plan 

consists of organisating a eommunity 
or a county into an organisation In
